2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: mixing 
containers by clamping the container to a table and vibrating the table using an electric 
motor is well know, for example from Hellenberg (US 5,268,620). While placing an F- 
style container in a box with the top and bottom of the F-style container in respective 
recesses of respective inserts in known from Jaycox (US 5,590,786), neither of these 
reference renders obvious the claimed invention of vibrating the fluid containing F-style 
container while with in a bucket snugly received by top and bottom inserts as claimed.
